“Germany violated her sacred treaties 
with this country: She closed the ocean 
to our commerce and the commerce of 
the world. She sank merchant ships 
tn Violation of internetional law and the 
universal custom of all civilized nations. 
She murdered noncombatants, innocent 
women Children; stie defied and 
Scoffed at our authority. She tried to 
induce a neighboring nation, with which 
We were at peace, to make war upon 
us by promising that nation a part of 
our territory. 

“She violated our hospitality by hav- 
ing her ambassador, her consular agents 
and her spies plot in our midst against 
our peace and safety. ir, today, when 
we are at war, her spies and her agents 
are im our midst. There are duties 
Which a nation owes to its citizens, 
and to the world which it cannot ignore 
without danger to its institutions, . 


Pledge “Scrap of Papor.” 
“Mr. President, it is unnecessary for 
me to recite the details of the record of 


— 


passenger ships—a record so black, so 
treacherous, so barbarous as to stir the 
indignation of all civilized nations. It 
is sufficient here to say .that in addition 
to the sinking of the Lusitania and many 
other ships, on the 24th of Murch, 1916, 
her evbmarines sank the Sussex in the 
Wnglish channel, having on board a num- 
ber Of American citizens. This was a 
passenger ship. There was no claim’ 
that it was armed or carrying muni- 
tions. 

“Potiowing a demand by our govern- 
ment on May 4, Germany gave her sol- 
emn pledge that thereafter ‘ merchant 
vessels, both within and without the 
mrea deciared a naval war zone, shall 
mot be sunk without warning and with- 
out saving human lives, unless the ship 
attempted to escape or offer resistance.’ 

“ But this pledge, like all other pledges 
of the imperial German government, 
Was treated as a scrap of paper, and on 
the last day of January, 1917, the Ger- 
man govergment declared itseif bound 
by no prom%es and threatened a ruthless 
submarine warfare against all the 
vrorid,”

#0n was warned by Secretary Bryan 
betore the sailing of the Lusitania that 
it had on board 6,000,000 rounds of am- 
inunition, besides explosives, and that 
the passengers who proposed to sail on 
tat vessel were sailing in violation of 
the statutes of this country. In fact, 
“we have the highest authority that the 
Lusitania was not armed and that she 
did not carry a cargo prohibited by the 
Statutes of the United States.” 

He quoted the American note of June 
in support of this statement. 

“This solemn statement of the secre- 
tery of state to the German govern- 

es ment has never been successfully con- 
troverted,” he continued, “‘ Neither is 
it am accurate statement that the pas- 
vengers who sailed upon the Lusitania 
did so in violation of the statutes of the 
United States.” 

The senator had the statute on ex- 
plosives on ships read. 

“It is not unlawful nor in violation 
of the laws of nations to carry con- 
tyraband of war or for passengers to 
ride upon such ships,’ continued the 
senator. “But however this may have 
been, it was not within the laws of 
nations, within’ the principles of hu- 
manity and justice governing the civ- 
iiized communities of the world, the 
right of Germany to sink such a ship 
without warning and taking off the 
crew and re and landing them 
in a place of safety. 


Brutal Defiance of World. 
“But this is not all. -Germany did 
sink our ships and take the lives of 
American, citizens thereon when there, 
was no pretense that they were carry- 
ing munitions of war or explosives, and 
this without warning and in brutal de- 
flance of this nation and the world. The 
time came when no ¢gelf-respecting na- 
tion. believing in the principles of self- 
government and enlightened civilization, 
could longer ignore this monstrous men- 
ece to free institutions. 
“t¢ we believe in the right of a peo- 
ple to govern themselves unmolested by 
the dictates of arbitrary power; if we 
believe in the institutions of our own | 
; government and all they mean to us; if 
we believe in self-preservation, in a 
peace that slrall not make the worid 
an armed camp, it is our duty to pros- 
ecute this war, to uphold the national 
arm until a lasting and honorable peace 
can be had, based upon these rights. 
“Are we es a nation willing to sub- 
scribe to a doctrine that will set back. 
the wheels of government for five hun- 
dred years? It would be a blot on the 
history of our country and the history 
of civilization to consider it for a single 


day.

Lincoln’s War Attitude.

“  T&quote the language of the author- 
ized report of his speech before the 
Bankers’ Association of West Virginia.

It is a heritage of Eng- 
lish speaking ‘peoples which has been 
won by fncalculable sacrifice, and which} 
they must preserve so long as way hope; 
to live as free men. 

“I say without fear of contradintiea: 
that there -has‘never been a time for 
'more than a century and a half when 
the right of free speech and free press 
and the right of the people to peaceably 
assemble for public discussion, has been. 
so violated among English speaking peo- 
ple as they are violated today througa- 
out, the United States. 


Breaking Up Peace Meetings. | 
“Today in the land we have been 
wont to call the free United. States gov- 
ernors, mayors, policemen, and @ven the

‘tution, should be maintained inviolable. 
There is no rebellion in the land, nc mar- 
tial law, no courts are closed, no legal 
processes suspended, and there is no 
threat even of invasion. 


Congress Must Keep Power. 
“ This leads me, Mr. President, to the 
next thought to which I desiré’to invite 
the attention of the senate, and that is 
tthe power of congress to declare the | 
purpose and objects of the war, and the 
failure of congress to exercise that pow- 
er In the present crisis. I believe that 
had congress exercised the power in this 
respect which I contend it possesses, we 
could and probably would have avoided 
the present war. I believe that if we 
are to extricate ourselves from this war 
and restore this country to an honorable 
and lasting peace congress must exercise 
in full the war powers intrusted to it by 
the constitution.” 
Mr. La Follete analyzed the war pow- 
ers of congress and the executive begin- 
ning with the debates in the coristitution- 
al convention. He contended that con- 
gress had. surrendered to. the executive 
in declaring war on Germany, 


No Time for Shirking Duty. 
“A minor @uty may be evaded by 
congress, a minor responsibility avoid- 
ed without disaster resulting, but on 
this momentous question there can be 
no evasion, no shirking of duty of the 
congress, without subverting our form 
of government,”’ he continued. “If our 
constitution is to be changed so as to

FIGHT OUT WAR 


IN SKY, KAISER’S 
_ANSWER TO U. S. 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 6.—Germany is 
now trying to get her army off the 
earth and wage the future battles of 
the world war in the air. She is de- 
veloping gigantic and tremendously 
powerful airplanes. Already she has 
probably developed a model capable of 
transatlantic flight. 

From reliable German sources tonight 
it was learned that this is Germany's 
answer to America’s $640,000,000 ap- 
propriation for aviation. Those who 
know asserted that if America expects 
or hopes to compete in ‘the forthcoming 
air war, she must possess machines 
capable of, flying from Germany to New 
York—duplicating what Germany is be- 
lieved already to possess. ‘ 

During the last fortnight it has been 
reported that Germany is using Gotha 
airplanes driven at almost incredible 
speed by four 260 horse power engines. 
These newest eagles carry fuel capable 
of sustaining them in flights for ten 
hours.

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 6.—Russia soon is 
to come under the protecting arms of 
sacred images, which suddenly havé 
been endowed with superhuman powers. 
These images have begun to show their 
powers and have found voice to express 
their missions in certain churches, 
where long they have been looked upon 
with great reverence. 

The seared images have been endowed 
| with power to take control of Russia 
because owing to the arrest and exile of 
former Czar Nicholas and the muddling 
efforts of the revolutionary leaders af- 
flicted Russia lacks a natural protector. 

This story is being circulated by thou- 
sands of peasants in the vast farming 
district governed from Moscow. And 
hundreds of thousands are believing the 
story. : . 

The sacred images found voices on the 
very day and at the very hour that the 
czar abdicated, the more convincing of 
the story spreaders say. 

And in the government of Tomsk, Sibe- 
ria, the older people continue praying to 
the czar. In their prayers they say: 
“So long as we had the czar we had 
everything—bread and goods; now we. 
have nothing.” “ 

Similar prayers are being offered in the 
government of Ufim, where the peasants 
say: “Now you see no czar and no 
goods, and all these evils come from the 
revolution.” . 2 
Basis of Propaganda. 

The circulation of the stories concern- 
ing the sacred images and the printing 
‘of the peasants’ words about the czar in: 
their prayers afford events of far more 
importance than that of merely provid- 
ing fresh .curiosities in the annals of 
superstitions. 

This is so because they are being made 
the basis of a widespread newspaper 
propaganda against the revolutionary 
elements by the reactionaries. They 
print the atories as proo what the 
vast masses of the peasants think of the. 
revolution. ee 

The most remarkable fact in connec- 
tion with this propaganda is that these 
stories are appearing in newspapers 
originally among the most loyal to the 
revolution, such as Volia Naroda, the 
Socialist-revolutionist journal, some- 
times called Kerensky’s paper. 


Reactionaries Snap Them Up. 

Naturally such stories are snapped up 
eagerly by the reactionary papers like 
Milukoff’s Retsch and given further cir- 
culation as proving the peasants’ grow- 
ing distrust: of the revolution anf the 
provisional government. |

AUCUBA-—It resists light frost and 

may be taken up any time with a ball 

of earth covering the roots.

It may be 
gtored in a basement or cellar if given 
subdued light, at a temperature above 
freezing to 50 degrees F. It is there 
watered moderately twice 9 week.

One inch 
is then inserted in well watered sand, 
or in sandy soil if clear sand is not 
available. In two or thrée weeks, when 
rooted, the cuttings are transplanted to 
pots, baskets, or boxes, where wanted. 
It is a rapid grower, producing quicker 
results than English ivy, but not as re- 
sistant to unfavorahle conditions, and 
therefore more readily attacked by plant 
lice. It requires more light. It is 
planted out about May 20 and hardened 
off gradually about ten days earlier. 

PANDANUS UTILIS (Screw Pine).— 
The treatment is identical with that of 
Pandanus Veitchil. It is more resistant 
to drought and neglect than the Iatter. |

Answers to Inquiries.

SEPARATISM IN AMERICA. | 

For the separatism which has caused so much 
wneasiness and even alarm in this country since 
the war began the American people are them- 
selves not without blame. Too often the new- 
comer’s first experience here is with swindlers and 
unscrupulous land agents. Little is done to en- 
lighten him as to the real spirit of America or to 
correct his misinterpretation of what he hears 
and sees. As a German-American has lately ex- 
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ing! Monstrous! Imagine Germans listening to 


gleas for democracy from “such dictators as Wil- 
gon, Lioyd George, and Kerensky!” — 

A German official editor in a tight fix is certainly 
a genius. For purposes of sophistry Kerensky 


ticed that the Russians are any too eager to mind 
him, but in Wilson's case and Lioyd George’s you 
find & centraiixed authority essential to the conduct 
of a great war. Then what are President Wilson 
and Lloyd George but uncrowned kaisers? 

Were we addressing the editor of the Cologne 
Gazette we might ask if he ever to hear 
that our American “dictator” does not rule by 
divine right, that he is elected by the people, that 
he is not in office for life, that he cannot bequeath 
the “ dictatorship ” to his posterity, and that means 
are always at hand for his impeachment. We 
might ask if the learned editor has chanced to 
hear that the house of commons may at any mo- 
ment force the British “ dictator” to resign. Next 
morning, however, out would come the Cologne 
Gazette with new sophistries, new appeals to preju- 
dice and rancor, new substitutions of heat for light. 
Very ingenious, the argumentative wriggies of a 
press that thus cleverly serves the All Highest. 
But when “d large section of the German people” 
hankers for democracy we suspect that it is per- 
haps less in spite of that press than because of it. 
Pushed too far, humbug tends to undo its own 
work, Nota bene: There are Germans who can see

this country, that there is no honesty 
among our officials. He despises our officials be- 
cause they are not treated with the respect which 
would be their due in Germany; he is accus- 
tomed to pomp and ceremony, to rigid enforce- 
ment of every law. “He does not understand our 
liberty, but considers it a kind of weakness.” 

Even after his naturalization Americans speak 
of him as a German and treat him as a German. 
This continues. When the war in Europe broke 
put Mr. Bryan said publicly that Americans of 
@erman extraction would disgrace themselves if 
@hey stood against Germany. No one has chided 
@he Germans for founding Little Berlins in Amer- 
ican cities, reading German language newspapers 
in America, perpetuating German customs in 
America. It was found quite charmingly pictur- 
esque and interesting. So far as sentiment went, 
it was on the whole encouraged. 

Naturally enough this separatism has given the 
alien a strangély distorted view of American life. 
Homesick for the “old country” or recalling the 


good in it while forgetting things not so good, he 


sees little to admire in our ways of working, our 
family life, our institutions. To quote again from 
this German-American writer, “he continually 
draws comparisons between German and American 
conditions, and all these strengthen him in his 
belief-in the superiority of Germany, even though 
a@ great many of these comparisons are outrageous- 
ly unjust.” | 

It is immensely difficult for a German to become 
an American... We assume that he comes here to 
escape tyranny at home. That was true once; 
after the upheaval of '48 malcontents flocked to 
America and took on our ways and ideas 
with the utmost enthusiasm. Cari Schur. 
Butz, Brentano, and the German-Americans who 
fought for the Union were of that vintage. 
But later on it was not to escape tyranny 
that Germans emigrated; they were docile enough 
Subjects of their emperor; they came here 
to make money. They were young. They little 
realized the seriousness of the step they were 
‘taking. Even now they resept the suggestion 
that they must cease to be Germans in order to 
become Americans. Many of them have only a 
Vague notion of the political conditions they left 
behind. In Germany they were not readers of 
newspapers. Here they are worked upon by a 
German language press, the interest of which is | 
to support separatist tendencies to a considerable 
extent. | . 

Whether this press itself has been supported to 
any extent by pan-German aid or even by 
government aid we cannot say. The Philadel- 
phia Tageblatt revelations seem to point that 
way, though we should be sorry to think many of 
the German-American newspapers lent themselves 
to pan- conspiracy. . However, we know 
that Berlin has used other means of promoting sep- 
aratism among Germans in America, and remarka- 
bly effective means they have proved. Foreseeing 
the war—in fact, planning it, as we believe—the 
pan-Germanists realized that America must either 
be kept neutral or be split. Hence the adoption of 
a policy that would serve as well in one case 


as in the other. Prince Henry visited America. |. 


We wined him and dined him. That tended to 
stimulate American liking fof Germany. At the 
same time, it aroused tremendous enthusiasm for 
Germany among Germans in America. The kaiser 
founded a Germanic museum at Harvard. It de- 
lighted Americans and at the same time filled 
Germans in America with enthusiasm for Ger 
many. Fixchange professorships had a like re- 
suit. Meanwhile German literary societies, Ger- 
man einging societies, and German social organi- 
gations of various sorts wefe set going every- 
where. Americans, with an eye for romance and 
the picturesque and none for consequences, failed 
to recognize that this revival of Germanism 
among German-Americans was : preparing the 
very situation we now deplore. 


_ Alien separatism is of course by no means con- 


fined to those of German blood. We have our 
little Italys, our little Bohemias, Polands, etc., etc. 
A g00d deal of this is inevitable, since people who 
do not speak English or share in American cus- 
toms necessarily flock together. In time American 
life will absorb them all. But we object to the ob- 
struction of this assimilation for selfish ends, and 
mow that we have been wakened by the possibili- 
ties of division in war time, possibilities which are 
doubtless greatly exaggerated but which are not 
pleasant, we ought to sce to it that separatist in- 
fiuences are vigorously and intelligently opposed. 
It-is especially important at this time and to this 
end to avoid the prejudice which does not differ- 
entiate between loyal Americans of German blood 
and the minority who either willfully or through 
the misguidance of German influence have failed 
to yield whole hearted allegiance and active sup- 
port to the country in this war. The loyal Ameri- 


- gan of German blood is one of the most valuable 


constituents of the American nation. He should 
not be punished for the sins of the German autoc- 
racy or the folly of disloyalists in this country. 
But he should help us to discriminate by repudi- 
ating his would-be representatives and making it 
Clear to all his loyal American fellow citizens that 
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The Cologne Gazette acknowledges that “ enemy 
diplomats” have persuaded a large section of the 


OUR PRESENT DUTY. 

Tt has been remarked that autumn seems to be 
the open season for peace talk. The recollection 
of an indecisive apring offensive and the prospect 
of winter, which is necessarily unproductive in 
military strategy, conspire in behalf of pacifist 
propaganda. And it is not only the pacifists who 
talk peace; many others speculate on a séttlement 
“before Christmas.” The kaiser probably prays 
for it every night before he goes to bed. 

If this speculation were merely a harmless diver- 
sion, no one could take exception. Quite frequent- 
ly ft carries no more poison than arguments over 
| the outcome of the world series. But we must not 
| overlook the fact that it has possibilities of evil. 
If any large number of. persons got the idea that 
war was likely to be over within six months the 
country would suffer from a very definite slacken- 
ing‘in our war preparations. ; | 

No impartial observer would be willing to say 
that the devélopments in Europe or America give 
any promise of peace within six months. The 
president’s note to the pope, asserting that we can- 
not negotiate with the present rulers of Germany, 
remains as the final official word of the allies on 
the subject, and you may search in vain for assur- 
ances that a diminution of the power of the Hoh- 
enzollerns is immediately forthcoming. 


It should also be remembered the most vigorous | 
prosecution of our war efforts is the surest and 
quickest road to the kind of peace we can accept. 
Speculation as to other mediums sf achieving that 
result merely strengthen the enemy and weaken 
ourselves. 

There is an excellent argumerit,”moreover, that 
we in the United States have not as yet earned 
the right to talk peace. With a few technical ex- 
ceptions we have not fired-a single gun. We 
haven't got into the fight. Our allies have every 
justification to talk about premature settlements, 
but they are preparing to go right ahead. Under 
the circumstances we can do no less. 


KILLING THE ENEMY. | 

The killing of the enemy is regarded as a neces- 
sary incident of war. The object of war being to 
impose yational will upon an enemy the only 
fashion thus far discovered in human affairs to 
accomplish this is by weakening the enemy until 
he accepts terms. One method of weakening him 
is by killing his soldiers. It is not the only one, 
but it cannot be neglected and soldiers are taught 
to kill. | | 

An army officer, talking of the training of young 

men, said that they had to be taught to be “ dirty 
fighters.” A euphemism would have saved him 
from considerable criticism. “They have to have 
the vicious look that shows a purpose to kill,” he 
Pacifism which can reconcile itself, in national 
emergency, to the theory of war, in anguish and 
agony, recoils in horror from the idea that the 
men sent out to make sacrifices for national pur- 
poses should bé instructed effectively in the 
methods of carrying on these purposes. 
The New York Evening Post is convinced that 
this officer is unfit to teach American soldiers. He 
would degrade American soldiers to “the level of 
Prussians by instruction of this kind.” The Post 
hopes that Secretary Baker will not stand for such 
instruction for a single minute. 

We fear Secretary Baker will be obliged to per- 
mit the’ instruction to continue. The Prussians 
would be glad to meet the young men of the Post 
school of war. When American troops leave their 
trenches they cannot, with~personal safety or for 
the good of their nation, carry the aspect of men 
reluctant to inflict injury. Inflicting injury is a 
hecessary part of’the work in which they will be 
engaged. 

The deliberate brutalizing of a soldiery is a thing 
apart from the hardening to need. Euphemisms 
may spare our sensibilities, but the men who must 
do the work must know how to do it. Otherwise it 
will be done upon them. |

ens, recognized by his generation as one > 


of the closest observers and one of the 
cleanest thinkers of his day, wrote this 
opinion. That Dickens was influential 
in his time is evidenced by the number 
of reforms which he brought about. His 
statement was ‘ without it all other re- 
forms must fail.” 
‘This| is the opinion of probably the 
ost jsuccessful reformer of his day. 
But let us not suppose that housing has 
not reformed since Dickens’ day. Bad 
housing as we know%it is very much 
better than bad housing as Dickens 
knew it. And this in spite of the enor-

THE JUVENILE COURT ACT. 

Chicago, Oct. 2.—[Editor of.The Trib- 
une.}—Several well founded and well 
supported indictments against the Juve- 
nile urt and its methods have ap- 
pe from time to time in your col- 
umns. May I be permitted to cite an- 
other example typical of the procedure 
in that court? 

A complaint was filed some six months 
ago charging a young girl of 16 with 
delinquency. The girl, as sweet and in- 
nocent as one could find by long travel- 
ing, is one of nine children, all under 
20, living with their parents, honest, 
hardworking, respectable people, in a 
north shore suburb. The giri duly ap- 
peared in court with her parents and 
counsel and repeatedly and insistently 
urged on the court a prompt hearing 
and a finding of guilty or not guilty. 

Judge ‘Arnold, presiding over that 


the prosecution, and finding nothing to 
sustain the charge, refused to waste 
time hearing evidence for the defense, 
and denied an urgent request by the de- 
fendant, who wished to submit testi- 
mony with a view to a prompt and 
more complete vindication. Was the case 
thereupon dismissed? By no means. It 
was continued for six months over the 
strenuous objections of the defendant. 
In the meantime the child and parents 
have been pestered and annoyed by va- 
rious officious probation officers. and in- 
vestigators, who treat the case as though 
the girl were bad and had been ad- 
judged delinquent. : 
At the end of six months the detend- 
ant appeared by her counsel and moved 
a dismissal of the case. The court said 
it was too busy with other matters and 
continued the case again sine die, there- 
by continuing also the cloud over the 
girl’s reputation. Later the court said 
it would have an investigation made as 
to the conduct of the girl during the 
continuance. It was pointed out that 
investigations had already been made 
by officers of the court and that the 
reports of the same were in ths files 
and that they were favorable. 

It would appear under the Juvenile 
court act that it is immaterial that the 
defendant is not guilty of the offense 
charged, but if any indiscretion could 
be ferreted out the court could still 
punish the girl for an offense she is not 
charged with and happening subsequent 
to an arraignment. In the meantime 
there is no appealable order; the par- 
ents are poor; they can gnash their 
teeth in impotent indignation. 

The court further asserts under this 
same act-a paramount right to the care, 
custody, and control of children pend- 
ing @ final determination of the case,
